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Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded : 

On the 31st Match, 1989 Shri Indcr Sin(^ Mehra, Senior 
Siiperintedent of Police, Fatehgaih received inforniialion from 
Shri Charan Pal Singh. Dy. Supcrimendenl of Police, Karini- 
ganj that the gang of Ramji Yadav consisting of seven 
armed men would assemble in “Baithak” of one Nirmal, 
village Jaisinghpur Police Station, Karirnganj to commit mass 
murder at the lime of their departure from the village, Shri 
Mehra immediately collected available force from the Head¬ 
quarters and one platoon of PAC stationed at Police Stations 
Mirapur and Kiarimganj and left towards village Saithara. 
One reaching there ho divided the force into 3 groaips. 

First party was led by Shri Mehra himself while the second 
party was put under the charge of Shri Charan Pal Sin^ 
and the third party was led by In^ector-in-charge of Police 
Station Karirnganj. Shri Mehra asselssed the situation and tried 
to get the key of the lock put on the door of the "Baithak” 
but could not succeed. Thereafter, he positioned his party 
on the roof of the Baithak. The second group was towards 
the two doors of the Baithak and the third on the northern 
side of the premises. 

Shri Mehra started digging out holes in the roof which 
alerted the gang and then he challenged the docoits to 
surrender but they replied by Indiscriminate firing on the 
Police party led by Shri Charan Pal Singh. When the first 
party made holes on the roof. Shri Mehra threw a hand 
grenade through It. The dacoits directed their pun fire to 
the roof but Shri Mehra luckily escaped. Shri Charan Pal 
Singh, Dy. Superintendent of Police, Shri Mahesh Chandra 
Pandey, Head Constable and Anant Ram Yadav Constable 
sustain^ gun shot injuries. Shri Charan Pal Sdngh alonp- 
with one Sub-Inspector, despite fire from the gang towards 
his party, evacuated the injured and rushed to the hospital. 
Constable Anant Ram Yadav was shifted to Delhi for 
specialised treatment, where hJs one leg was removed to save 
his life. At about 5.30 PM Shri Mehra managed to start a 
fire in the Baithak which soon silenced the guns of the dacoit 
gang. On examinafion of the room, dead bodies of three 
dacoits, all in Police uniforms were found. The fire was 
extinguished with the help of fire brigade and dead bodies 
of four dacoits were also recovered alongwith fire arms and 
looted property. 

In this encounter Shri Inder Singh Mehra, Senior Superin¬ 
tendent of Police. ,Shri Charan Pal Singh, Dy. Superintendent 
of Police, Shri Mahesh Chandra Pandey. Head Conlstable and 
Shri Anant Ram Yadav, Constable disolayed conspicuous 
gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded : 

On the 7th Januaiy, 1988 Shri Arun Kumar Gupta, Superin¬ 
tendent of Police Kanpur City received information that two 
kidnapped boys were in the custody of a dreaded dacoit 
Laxmi Narain. He alongwith Shri Sheo Kumar Sharma, 
Dy. Supciintendent of Bolicc also Shri Shanker Singh, Dy. 
Superintendent of Police, Shri Gautendra Pal Singh, Inspector 
of Police and Shri O. P. Sharma, Inspector of Police and 
others proceeded to the spot of suspected assemblage of the 
dacoit.s in Lucknow, The force was divided into four sub- 
parties and all the offleers/men engaged were fully briefed 
about the fire power and criminality of the gang. The first 
party headed by Shri Arun Kumar Gupta was positioned on 
the northern side of house, and the remaining parties were 
placed at the rear of the house and on eastern-western sides. 

While Shri Gupta and his men moved towards the main 
gate and knocked at the door, one of the dacoits from in¬ 
side questioned as to who they were. Shri Gupta remained 
cool and replied that they were Police-officers and also 
warned the dacoits that they have been surrounded a,s such 
they should surrender. This invoked immediate indiscrimi¬ 
nate firing from inside on Shri Gupta and his party which 
narrowly missed and Shri Gupta returned the fire. The 
dacoits warned to kill the kidnapped boys. Shri Gupta sen.s- 
ing danger to the lives of the boys, at great risk to himself 
and his team of officers, decided to break open the front 
door. Ah loss of time would put the dacoits at the advan¬ 
tage and also cause danger to the lives of the boys, Shri 
Gupta alongwith Shri Sheo Kumar Sharma. Shri Shanker 
Singh, Shri Gautendra Pal Singh and Shri O. P. Shaima, 
struck like a lightning and broke open the door leaving the 
dacoits no time to counter the attack. One of the dacoits 
managed to fire but the entire party over-powered them and 
prevented any catstrophe. This daring move of the Police 
resulted in the arre-st of gang leader Laxmi Narain, hJs 
four associates alongwith armls and ammunition and a brief 
case containing Rs. 39,000 /- were recovered.

On the 2&th Julv. 1987 at about 7.00 AM Superintendent 
of Police, Arrah, Bhoipur received an information that Hakim 
Singh, a notoricm.s criminal wanted in several heinous crimes 
of Udwantnagar Police Station alongwith Gopal Singh an¬ 
other criminal has gone to Karisath bus stand to commit some 
serious crime. The Superintendent of Police immediately 
organised a raiding party consisting of Shri S.N.P, Verma. 
Additional Superintendent of Police, one Havildar tDriver) 
and two constables and rushed to the spot, while another 
party headed bv Dv. Superintendent of Police, Headquarters 
Arrah. followed them. 

The' Superintendent of Police and his party reached Kari¬ 
sath bus stand at about 8.00 AM the same morning and as 
planned the SP’s car stopped near the bus stand and the 
dreaded oiif-law Hak=m Singh was located. On SP’s Signal 
the rivo Constables jumped on Hakim Singh, overpowered 
him and dragged him towards the SP's car. At once Shn 
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S.N.P. Verma, Addl. Superintendent of Police came out of 
the car to push him inside, while Hakim Singh suddenly gave 
a loud call to his associates for help and asked them to open 
fire on the Policemen. Immediately the desperadoes fired 
two , rounds at the policemen causing grievous injuries to 
Shri S.N.P, Verma. Additional Superintendent of Police, 
in his eves and minor pellet injuries on the nose of Havildar 
(Driver). Senising the gravity of the situation the Superin¬ 
tendent of Police rose to the occasion. He encouraged his 
men to challenge the desperadoes and at the risk of his per¬ 
sonal safety, fired from his licensed 12 bore gun. 

Despite grievous gun .shot injuries, Shri S.N.P. Verma, 
fac^ the grim situation and with the assistance of other 
police personnel, notorious criminal Hakim Singh was appre¬ 
hended and 25 live cartridges of .12 bore were recovered 
from him. 

Tn this encounter Shri S.N.P. Verma, Additional Superin¬ 
tendent of Police displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order.

On the 3rd March, 1988 at about 0030 hours, Dr. Ajoy 
Kumar, Assistant Superintendent of Police, Bhojpur District 
received information about the presence of a dreaded dacoit 
in village Dhanachhua. Dr. Kumar immediately proceeded 
to the village alongwith the Police party. On being challen¬ 
ged, the Police party was fired upon indfecriminately. One 
of the dacoits rushed towards Dr. Kumar and fired at him. 
Dr. Kumar luckily escaped. Quick in response, he fired a 
shot at the criminal who fell down dead. The rest of the 
gang-members made their escape under the cover of exchange 
of fire and took shelter in a ncarbv house and started firing 
at the Police party again. The firing was responded by the 
Police party. Further re-lnforcement requisitioned from 
Kochas Police Station, arrived about 12.00 hOTrs. One of the 
dacoits who sought to fire at the approaching re-inforcement 
wa,s shot dead bv Dr. Kumar, The other dacoit who tried 
to fire at the Police party was scuffled and in the process he 
got iniurled and succumb to his injuries. The ‘search con¬ 
ducted subsequently revealed that two more dacoits had 
died in the encounter. 

2. In this encounter Dr. Ajov Kumar, Asstt. Superintendent 
of Police. Bhojpur District disolaved conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order. 


Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded : 

On the I2th August. 1989 at about 10.15 P.M,, one 
l okanath of NGO’s Quarters. Magadi Road visited hotel 
"Vikram Re.slaurant" under Police Station Shcshadripiiram 
with his friends. A group of five persons came to the hotel 
and oicked up a quarrel with T.okanath. chased him out of 
the hotel and a.ssaulted him with deadly weapons. As a 
result, he died. They further assaulted his associates, damag¬ 
ed the hotel property, parked cars and also assaulted the hotel 
manager with Choppers and caused grievous injury to his 
right hand and thereafter fled away 

Shri R. Surendra Naik, Circle Inspector of Police, imme¬ 
diately rushed to the spot and made further investigation but 
nobody gave any information about the identity of the accused 
persons. Shri Naik established the identity of the culprits as 
Krishnoji Rao and h/s a.ssoclates and also found out their 
hide-out. Immediately he and his staff proceeded to Chick- 
magalur DisIt., and got information that the said accused with 
deadly weapons were hiding in the jungles of Kemmannu- 
gundi Hills, 

Shri Naik and his staff kept a constant watch over the 
premises throughout the night. At about 5.00 AM when one 
of the inmates came out of the building. Shri Naik took out 
his revolver, rushed inside and blocked the out-lets. The 
rwdies were taken unawares by the swift raid and they 
picked up the deadly weapons and attacked Shri Naik with 
choppeits on his right hand. As a result he sustained a 
Weeing injury but he successfully nabbed them. The injury 
was later certified as fracture. Many deadly weapons were 
also recovered from the rowdies. 

In this incident Shri R. Surendra Naik, CSrcle Inspector of 
Police, displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devo¬ 
tion to duty of a hl^ order.
